On 
February 23, picketing workers and 
their community Supporters called a 
demonstration protesting the club's 
hosting of the Hunters Point Boys 
Club fundraiser.

ago,”said Chiesa.“This is hard on 
the workers, who have tried to make 
numerous concessions.” 


The biggest bone of contention 
lies with the club's refusal to take 
back any of the strikers, Woo noted 
that the union has offered to take a 
four percent wage cut agreed to Split 
shifts with noovertime pay, but keep 
their health and welfare benefits. At 
their latest negotiating meeting on 
FEebruary 9，however，the club 
rejected those proposals. 


Chiesa admitted that dealing 
with the club has been difficult， 
mainly because normal Strategies 
Such as picketlines are not effective 
enough to hurt the club's businessS. 

“The  _ club， because of its 
Structure，wWill always get its income 
from its membership dues. Unlike a 
restaurant，where our lines can Stop 
patrons from going in and therefore 
affect the business_ enough So the 
management will negotiate, businesSs 
at the club hardly changes,” she 
opined. 

CAUGHT 

Andy Hauer,， chairperson of the 
committee who coordinated the 
domino tournament, told 到 that 
he and the committee really felt 
“caught in the middle of a difficult 
Situation.” 

“About three weeks before the 
tournament，I received a_ call from 
Charles Lamb, the union president， 
asking us to move the tournament to 
another location because of the 
unsettled strike,” said Hauer.“Ifelt 
SyImpathy for the workers and told 
Mr. Lamb that we would certainly 
try to change the place.” 

瑟 auer Said that the 
tournament， which has:been held- 
at the Commercial Club for over 20 
years, pulls in atleast 300 attendees 
from all over California. He called 
every hotel， private club， and 
restaurant he could think of and 
recelived negative replies， Hauer 
explained that the logistics of the 
tournament are extensive and many 
Places just didn't have the facilities， 
especially in the short time frame, to 
carry out the tournament. 

“Ithen called the Commercial 
Club to see 让 the strike could 
possibly be settled by the 23rd and 
they told me they didn't foresee that 
happening,” 了 auer remarked.

Then Hauer couldnt find the

to do anything about changing the 
tournament ”Hauer also revealed 


that four or five teams did refuse to 
the picketlines and they 
represented a loss of about $1,000. 


Among the demonstrators who 
urged scab workers and tourmament 
patrons mnot to go into the 
Commercial Club，were Varioius 
leaders of Chinese American com- 
munity organizations. They are 
proud that all but seven of the 
original workers have remained on 
the lines and feelthe workers deserve 
the Support of the community. 

Michael Chan，Ppresident of the 
Chinese ” American Democratic 
Club，explained,“The CADC has 
been on record for Supporting the 
Strikers. We're concerned that the 
economic livelihood of the workers 
has been jeopardized and the club 
has not bargained in good faith.” 


PUNISHMENT 
“We're especially upset that the 


club is refusing to take back these 
poor workers; some in their 40's and 
50's. Its as ifthe clubis denyingthat 
these Workers everexisted and wants 
toreallypunish them,”Chan opined. 

In addition，Chan felt the civil 
Tights of the workers, including the 
right to negotiate, has been abridged. 
“We're fighting for the political 
Tights of Chinese Americans,，” he 
declared. 

Carolyn Wong of the Chinese 
Progressive Association concurred 
with Chan adding， Its outrageous 
that they womt take the workers 
back.， These are family men, some 
who have been with the club for 30 
years and the club is just throwing 
them on the streets!” 

The CPA has been involveld 
with picketing the Bank of Trade 
(where Harold Arthur is president) 
and like CADC and prominent 
community leaders，Sserves on the 
WoOrkers” community Support 
committee。 Wong stated that the 
committee is thinking of holding

Worked for the Yoxrg Cjzma organ 
ofthe Chinese Nationalist Party, for 
a few years as Teporter，translator 
andfinally editor. Unlike his brother 
in-ljaw, Wong Bock Yue, one ofthe 
papers founders and an active 
Chinese Nationalist Party member 
Who went on to cast his lot with the 
motherland，Walter Lum，although 
SyImpathetic to the nationalist cause， 
chose to stay to fight for Chinese 
American Tights in his native 
America， His experience at the 
Towng CHina as well as his activities 
With C.A.C.A. probably made.him 
Tealize the importance of a_news 
organ to Speak up for Chinese 
American interests，Therefore，in 
1924, C.A.C.A. members under his 
leadership raised capital to found the 
Chinese 7izazes and the Chinese 
Times Publishing_ Company， This 
became the first Chinese language 
newWspaper to Speak for the Chinese 
im America from the Chinese 
American perspective and came to 
be widely read among Chinese in the 
ai West It also helped to strengthen 
CA.C.A.s image in the political 
_ arena. 

In 1925， Walter Lum was also 
appointed by C. 和 .C.A. to lead the 
effort to reVvise the provision in the 
1924 Immigration Act，which had 
banned the entry of citizens”alien 
Ghinese wives. After five years of 
lobbying， Walter Lum and his 
colleagues ”convinced enough 
legislators to revise the law to allow 
for entry of citizens”alien Chinese 
Wives married before July 1，1924. 
Tobe sure, this was alimited victory， 
but nonetheless it was an 


-encouraging advance forthe Chinese 


American citizens in that period. 
FIGHTER 

In subsequent years Walter Lum 
continued to be prominant fighting 
for the civil Tights of Chinese 
Americans and for the repeal of the 
ChineseExclusion Act, by means of 
both the CHzzese Ti71zeys and 
C.A.C.A,. He left his strong imprint 
onthe CHzizaese 77712es which became 


his work forthe next35 years, first as 


editor then asimanaging editor, vice ， 


President and finally president. He 
died in 1961 at the age of 79. 


Walter Lum was a many-faceted | 


person. He fought for legal and civil 
DTghts ofChinese Americans. He was 
an American citizen, but at the same 
time，was also proud of his Chinese 
heritage. Above all, he dedicated his 
entire life to active participation in 
and service to the betterment of the 
Chinese Americans community。 In 
this he set a good example for

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How To Recover Losses from 
Real Estate Fraud 


By DONALD DONG 

In our Ausgust .22nd， 1984 
“Business Notes” column， 天 / 玩 
discussed complaint procedures 
available .to _ the consumer-public 
against real estate fraud. The pro- 
cedures described included the re- 
porting of misconduct to a proper 
authority，the types of misdeeds 
that call for investigations and hear- 
ings，and the disciplinary actions 
taken against violating agents. 
While complaint procedures result 
in bringing about higher ethical 
standards in the real estate brok- 
erage industry，they do not，how- 
ever, directly provide compensation 
to the complaining，injured con- 
Sumer. 


Often, a complaint to the Depart- 
ment of Real Estate (DRE)，results 
in a resolution or problem settle- 
ment，as the licensee is then faced 
with inquiries，Ppossible hearings， 
and potentially a loss of license， 
where the agent was acutely culp- 
able. A broker or salesperson may 
even “voluntarily”cure the issue of 
complaint either to promote better 
public relations or to forego the 
necessity of administrative head- 
aches. In the vast Immajority of cases， 
however，a_ complaint to the DRE 
will not produce remedial results， 
and a consumer must then take 
legal action by way of a civil action . 
Not only is a lawsuit time- 
consuming and expensive，but even 
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with a favorable court judgement 
against the fraudulent agent， 
Ultimate recovery could still be 
frustrated by the agent's insolven- 
cy. It is on this level that the in- 
dustry through the office of the 
Department of Real Estate has cre- 
ated a Recovery Fund to provide 
Some consumer relief . 


THE RECOVERY FUND 

From license fees paid to the 
DRE by its 300,000 brokers or sales- 
persons，five percent is set aside to 
go _ toward this Recovery Eund; a 
broker pays $165 for a four-year ]i- 
cenSse， Whereas Salespersons pay 
$120:. This fund, set Up in 1964，was 
intended to give assistance to con- 
Sumers who suffered losses from 
fraud, misrepresentation，deceit，oOr 
a conversion of funds by a real es- 
tate agent and to promote a better 
public image of the real estate in- 
dustry-at-large. The amount that ls 
available is limited to $20,000 per 
person for losses suffered in a single 
transaction conducted after Janu- 
ary 1st，1980 with an overall limit 
set at $100,000 against a_ licensee， 
for acts committed after January 
1st，1980 (for acts before 1980， 
there are lower limits)， 

PROCEDURE TO FOLLOW 

As the DRE Recovery Fund is 
available only-as a last resort，the 
injured party must first exhaust 
other available remedies. More- 
Over,， losses incurred must be from 
acts for which a real estate license 
was required (as selling or renting as 


an agent, loan arranging, etc:) and 
the person committing the fraud， 
misrepresentation, deceit or coOnver- 
sion of funds must have been licens- 
ed at the time commission. Then， 
the injured party mnust: 

1. File an action in court，the 
small claims，municipal，or Super- 
jior， depending on the amount 
claimed; and the complainant must 
prevail at that Suit.， 

2， Attempt to collect the amount 
awarded with the judgment issued 
by the court，and failed to collect 
due to the licensee's insolvency. 

3. Return to _ court and apply 
through the court for funding from 
the DRE's Recovery . Fund; the 
coOUrt will issue the order directing 
that funds be paid. 

In view of the procedural require- 
ment, itcannot be said that recover- 
jing through this fund is a simple 
matter; but for those who suffered 
loss, this may ultimately be an only 
remedy. If the broker Or Salesper- 
son involved had filed for bank- 
ruptcy，the complainant must also 
obtain a ruling from the (federal) 
bankruptcy court，that the claim is 
one Which a bankruptcy proceeding 
would not pardon. - 

After the funds are paid，the 1i- 
censee will lose his or her license Un- 
til that licensee pays the amount 
back to the Recovery Fund. Since 
1964，abonut a quarter imillion dol- 
lars have been paid back by agents 
Seeking to reinstate their revoked 
licenses. 

Since the Fund's inception in 
1964，mnearly five million dollars 
have been awarded to complain- 
ants; while about $11 million (from 
approximately 305 claims) had been 
dismissed (partly dueto limits in the 
recovery allowed). The five million 
dollars was paid through 680 
claims; and at Present the DRE is 
processing another 375 claims seek- 
ing a maximum recovery of $10.5
